Union Perfects 
Oil Burner 


An oil burner known as the Aqua 
Oil Burner has been perfected by 
Brother P. G. Vetter, chief engineer 
for a loca] baking concern. 

Four burners of this type have 
been in use under the bgiler and 
ovens since 1929, and improvements 
have been made from time 
with the result that today the fuel 
cost has dropped so low as to make 
the use of natural gas, or other 
fuel prohibitive. 

The salient features of this burner 
are that water is introduced with 
oil in such amounts as to create 
perfect combustion, a more intense | 
heat than is possible with other 
burners; a soft, heat that 
fused to all tne heating surface of 
the boiler without injury to metal 
or setting. Smoke and soot are elim- 


inated, thereby adding to the saving, | 


for it is well known that soot is a 
non-conductor of heat, causing a loss 
of efficiency greater than _ boiler 
scale. Boiler tubes need never be 
cleaned when the Aqua Oil Burner 
is used.

The unit combines a motor, pos- 
itive pressure .blower, which is prac- 
tically noiseless in its operation, 
rotary oil pump, smoke stack and 
damper regulators, all automatically 
controlled by the boiler pressure, 
A dise attached to the unit is oper- 
ated by a master control, which in 
turn operates gears which admit the 
necessary amount of oil, air and 
water to the burner. 

A lever attached to the disc per- 
mits operation by hand with the 
same degree of fine regulation. It 
can be operated with air or steam; 
air being used on starting, and until 
sufficient steam pressure is gener- 
ated. A clutch throws out the air 
pump, and cuts in the steam. 

It can be operated with one-half 
horsepower motor, with a range from 
twenty-five to two hundred horse- 
power. It requires very little space, 
being set on a base 19x27 inches 
over all, and installation can be 
made with little or no material 
change from present set-up in plant. 
This ought to appeal to engineers 
who are interested in cutting down 
operating expense. It has shown a 
saving of 15% to 80% over other 
systems,

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IF LABOR SHOULD FAIL NOW 


The future peace and internal welfare of the United 
States rests with the labor end of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act being realized. Industrial and agricultural 
developments has reached a point in the economics of our 
nation when it is up to labor to save the day by the establish- 
ment of shorter workdays and higher wages. This is no molly- 
coddle affair, so far as labor is concerned. It is a matter of the 


most serious business labor ever was given an opportunity to | 


handle. If labor rises to the occasion and succeeds in doing 
its part to help eliminate unemployment the deserved plaudits 
of the world will come to the workers of America. If labor 


fails dark, indeed, are the days which lie ahead. 


For the time being all eyes are turned on the National 


Industrial Recovery Act, which has all the earmarks of being | 
a sincere attempt to eliminate our widespread unemployment, | 
which has created the worst depression in the history of the | 


United States. This emergency law contains the key to the 


solving of our present problem of unemployment, by pro- | 


viding for a: shortening of the workday and shortening the 
workweek until all can obtain employment and increasing 
the pay of all workers to higher standards than are now in 
vogue, thus increasing buying power sufficiently to absorb 
a normal total production of agricultural, mineral and manu- 
factured products throughout the year. 


Evidently realizing that Organized Labor is the only force | 


and power on earth, which can successfully make the enforce- 
ment of this law possible, the Act specifically guarantees 
the right of all workers in every industry to organize and 
bargain collectively with the employer through representa- 
tives of their own choosing. It further provides that all 
employers, who have been compelling their employees to 
join company unions, or making it a condition of employ- 
ment that they must not join a trade union, must quit these 
practices under severe penalties if they are convicted of 
violating this part of the law. 

What does all this mean? It means that for the first time 
in the history of the United States all workers are free to 
organize, if they want to, much as our public schools are 
free to all who want to avail themselves of them. The- 
oretically, labor has had the right to organize prior to now 
but when joining a union and really being loyal to its prin- 
ciples meant certain discharge by employers, who would not 
stand for their employes being members of unions they could 


not dominate and control then such theoretical legal right to| 


organize became mere mockery. 


This has all been changed. Under the Recovery Act! 
labor now has the legal right to organize and no employer | 
has any legal right, so long as this law is in force, to dis- 
charge him for joining a union. But about the only practical 
method of enforcing this law is for all workers to join the 
union and then proceed to enter agreements with employers. 


When such agreements are approved by the President | 


they become part of the law and it will then not only be the 
legal right of all employes to have such agreements lived up 
to but it will be their moral and public duty to see to it that 
their union representatives or they themseves take whatever 
steps may be necessary to enforce such agreements. 

Unless labor does take advantage of this law by prac- 
tically all workers making the sensible decision to join the 
union of their calling the National Industrial Recovery Act 
is liable to be pretty much a dead letter and codes adopted 
without bargaining with organized employes will in all likeli- 
hood contain mostly those provisions desired by employers 
and those in the interest of employes are apt to be largely 
disregarded unless a strong organization of employes is on 
the job to secure fair codes and demand their enforcement. 

This is the situation in a nutshell, as it exists today. 
About the only tangible hope there is that the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act will secure enough shortening of hours 
of labor and enough increases in wages to end the present 
emergency is that the workers will organize virtually 100% 
and demand enough wages and short enough hours to end 
the present depression. Then, after these have been agreed 
ta, the only force on earth that will have enough interest 
and power to see to it that the terms of such agreements 
are lived up to, so that the purposes of the Recovery Act 
can be realized, will be the unions of the workers who are 
concerned with getting the shorter hours and higher wages, 
which such agreements may provide for. 

e success or failure of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act hinges on the success or failure of the efforts now being 
put forth to organize all wage earners. If the workers fail 
to organize the Act is liable to be a fizzle. But if the workers 
take advantage of their opportunity and get well organized 
limitless possibilities are in store for all.

‘Consumers Not Protected 
In Cotton Price Boost 


Washington, D. C.—The announce- 
ment of Secretary of Agriculture 


Wallace that the A. A. A. had de- 
termined to limit cotton planting
